The Maine Legislature has com- 
pleted nine weeks of the Special 
Session and is aiming for ad- 
journment in early April, Many 
committees have finished holding 
hearings and bills are being re- 
ported back to the House and 
Senate jn increasing numbers, On 
March 18, the House gave initial 
approval to.a bill wich would 
base adjustments of teacher and 
state employee retirement allow- 
ances on the Consumer Price In- 
dex. The measure was introduced 
by Rep. Ingenort of Bangor who 
feels that it would protect those 
living on such pensions from the 
Yavages of inflation. Presently in- 
creases in retirement benefits are 
tled to increases in. state employee 
salaries. While the cost of living 
hag risen by 28% since May of 
1974, the 14,000 retired teachars 
and state employees have had to 
get by without any adjustment in 
their pensions, No increase in 
state retirement benefits has been 
granted since a 5.5% rise in Ap 
ril of 1974. This measure would 
not involve a tax inercase #9
